aN extremes, nor say that food is the source of civilisation, in order to 
“#" appreciate the great part which it has played in its growth. There are 
some who say that indigestion produced Napoleon, and that English letters 
would have lost Carlyle, had not chronic dyspepsia possessed him. 


It is instructive to observe the attitude towards food of peoples at different 
stages of civilization. 


Consider, first the primitive and savace. Certainly, there must be an art 
whereby the latter may roast his neighbour in the most tasty fashion, whilst 
among the former, the social unit is not infrequently composed of those who 
dine at the same table. The nomadic Arabs, for instance, regard as the highest 
and closest bond that of “ commensality,” or the breaking of bread together. 
Moreover, among all peoples at this level of culture, feasts and banquets bulk 
very largely in the social institutions of life. Harvests are reaped and kings 
installed to the accompaniment of the traditional beanfeast.

Consider, next, the ancient Ecyptians. To them the importance of food 
did not cease even at death, for upon the very tombs of their ancestors they were 
wont to deposit savoury dishes. Nor were these idly chosen. Wall-paintings 
from the tomb of Rameses III at Thebes depict, in some detail, the art of the 
kitchen, shewing the cooking of meat over charcoal-pans, the stirring of stews 
with long forks, and the seasoning of them with salt and pepper. Even the 
addition of the hors d’ceuvre, or appetizer, before the meal can be traced back to 
the Land of the Nile, for the Greek writer Athenaeus states, in so many words, 
that the Ptolemys used to serve raw cabbage before dinner in order to stimulate 
the desire for wine. 


The Greeks themselves were not without a relish for good food, and it is, 
perhaps, not by chance that some of the world’s greatest philosophy was produced 
by Socrates and his circle in discussion around the festive board. In later times, 
it will be remembered, none other than Julius Cesar sought to serve the more 
practical ends of diplomacy by insisting “let me have men about me that are 
fat,” whilst the shameful degradation of good living into mere gluttony on the 
part of the later Roman Emperors does not escape the all-embracing censure of 
their biographer, Suetonius. 


In modern Europe, each nation possesses its native dishes, yet its citizens 
appear to be ever endowed with an irresistible urge to try those of their 
neighbours. This fact illustrates at once the insularity and the internationalism 
of contemporary man. Soho is assuredly a melting-pot in more than a purely 
culinary sense. 


In the stress and stir of modern life, the individual gets used to having 
things done for him en gros, and the preparation of food has become a form 
of mass-production where it was once an accomplishment of the individual — 
and a craft. Dishes tend to-day to become stereotyped. The luncheon of 
modern man can seldom be described as a “dream made flesh,” but merely a 
“sausage and mash.’ Moreover, in these days of tinned foods and synthetic 
products, the aromas of the table are more likely to come from Birmingham 


than Babylon. 


With this rationalisation of cooking, men begin to lose their interest in 
the way wherein their food is prepared, and the average diner, unlike the ancient 
Jewish rabbins, would never rack his head over the identity of that “ pygarg”’ 
which a gracious providence had permitted for his consumption but omitted to 
describe. 


In the present catalogue are described nearly eight hundred items; the 
earliest is a Babylonian clay tablet inscribed with details of food 2,500 years 
before Christ, and the latest is a new work by X. M. Boulestin, The Finer 
Cooking, published while this catalogue was in the press.

HoMER WAS REGARDED BY THE ANCIENT GREEK WRITERS AS AN AUTHORITY ON THE ORDERING OF A 
BANQUET, ON TABLE ETIQUETTE, AND EVEN ON TABLE-CONVERSATION; Athenaeus devotes almost an 
entire book of his Deipnosophists (composed in A.D. 228) to a discussion of the banquets cele- 
brated by Homer, comparing them with those described by Plato, Xenophon and Epicurus, and 
gives his opinion that Homer’s descriptions of banquets are by far the best: 


.(Trans.): “ For the banquet of the suitors in Homer is just such as might be expected from 
young men devoted to drinking and love; and that of the Phaecians is more orderiy, but still 
luxurious.

ducted in a well-regulated manner: and again he has distinguished between public and family 
banquets, etc.”

THE works OF HoRACE GIVE US MANY DETAILS ABOUT THE DINING HABITS OF THE ROMANS. 


The eighth satire of book II is devoted to the description of a dinner-party given by a vain and 
wealthy Roman, Nasidienus, and is directed against the absurd refinements of certain epicures. 
The fourth satire of the same book contains precepts about dinners, wines, eggs, cabbages, 
mushrooms, mead, and shellfish, etc.; it also gives rules about sauce and directions about the 
fruit. 

A number of the odes of Horace have for subject the vineyard or the wine: 


Ode 18 of book I. The pratse of wine. 
Ode 27 of book I. The wine-party.

Amongst the writings of Clement is the Paedagogus, or Instructor, which has an interesting 
chapter on eating in which Clement ridicules the Greek gourmands, who he says, “* are notrashamed 
to sing the praises of their delicacies, giving themselves great trouble to get lampreys in the Straights 
of Sicily, the eels of the Maeander, and the kids found in Melos, and the mullets in Sciathus, 
and the mussels of Pelorus, the oysters of Abydos, not omitting the sprats found in Lipara, and 
the Mantinican turnip; and furthermore, the beetroot that grows among the Ascraeans: they 
seek out the cockles of Methymna, the turbots of Attica, and the thrushes of Daphnis, and the 
reddish-brown dried figs, on account of which the ill-starred Persian marched into Greece with 
five hundred thousand men.

The Dezpnosophists or Banquet of the Learned is cast in the form of a conversation held in 
the year 228 A.D. at a dinner given by Laurentius, a rich and accomplished Roman, to the most 
learned men of the time, the best known of whom are Galen and Ulpian. 

The work is divided into 15 books, of which 13 are devoted to conversation about banquets, 
in which are discussed the kinds of wine, varieties of bread, of pastries, of animals, birds, fish, 
fruit, and vegetables, etc.

APICIUS WAS A CELEBRATED GOURMAND of the time of Augustus and Tiberius, who spent vast 
sums on his table, and when his fortune was reduced he poisoned himself for fear of starving, 
though at the time of his death he was still worth £75,000. His name became a proverb, and 
was adopted by the author of De Opsonis et Condimentis sive Arte Coqguinaria, a famous collec- 
tion of recipes in ten books, which is thought to have been compiled in the 3rd century A.D.

Guillaume Tirel dit Taillevent was “‘ queux de bouche ” (prince’s cook) to Philippe de Valois 
in October, 1349. During the reign of the Roy Jean he became sergeant-at-arms and in 1361 
he was cook to the Duc de Normandie who gave him 100 gold-francs “ pour ses bons et agréables 
services.” After having been “ first cook” to King Charles V. in 1373 he became head-cook in 
1381 and first head-cook with special functions in 1387. After this date there is no more trace 
of him. 

Baron Pichon, president of the Société des Bibliophiles Frangois discovered in a contemporary 
note in the manuscript in the Bibliothéque Nationale, that “ Le Viandier,” the first completely 
preserved French cookery work, had been composed in 1375, in the reign of Charles V. Baron 
Pichon also discovered the tomb-stone of Guillaume Tirel near Saint-Germain-en-Laye, which is 
reproduced, together with the seals and a facsimile of a receipt of Tirel in the book mentioned

Antonio de Leon was born in Peru, and studied at Lima. He was named “ The Chronicle 
of the Indies,” and was the author of the famous and very rare first American Bibliography.

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that he has investigated all the principal drinks which have been discovered in the world, 
especially in the New World of the Indies, that is, America.

The crown proposed to compound the offence if the Vintners 
would agree to an imposition, and Kilvert was introduced to the Company by Abell, in that year 
Master, in order to coerce them by threats of prosecution. The Vintners gave way, and agreed 
to the imposition in return for a grant of the monopoly of wines. Kilvert was paid £1,000 out 
of the purse of the Vintners’ Company, although without the consent of the “ generality.” 
Immediately on the assembling of the Long Parliament, Kilvert was called into question, along 
with Alderman Abell, for his share in this transaction. He wrote several pamphlets in his own 
defence. The Vintners’ Company replied in the above pamphlet.

Mr. Simon has not been content with describing the works on viticulture, the art of wine- 
making, table manners, drunkenness, decrees and regulations relating to the wine trade, but has 
gone much further; he has included numerous rules of health, medical books, treatises on 
agriculture, and even the works of classical writers such as Homer, Horace, Lucan, Juvenal, ete. 
from all of which he has extracted the wine interest. 

The first volume is devoted entirely to books printed in the XVth century, and describes 182 
items. There is much information of bibliographical value, as well as interesting data about the 
authors and the contents of their books. The volume is illustrated by 60 facsimile reproductions 
of title pages, woodcuts, etc. 

The second volume covers the XVIth century, and describes over 700 items. It is illustrated 
by 114 reproductions, of which some are in two colours. This volume contains the descriptions 
of some 240 books which are not mentined in Vicaire’s Bibligraphie Gastronomique. 

In both volumes there are three very useful indexes: an alphabetical index of authors, a 
chronological index of dates of publication, and a geographical index of the various presses.
